While there, 
his funds got low, and he was induced to 
carry the watch to a shop of the three 
balls, and there he left it and returned to 
Atlanta. 

When he got here, Mrs. Leon wanted 
her watch, and had the law put on him to 
recover it. Mr. Bing made an effort to get 
the watch out of “soak,” and succeeded in 
returning it to its owner. 

That part was all right, but here’s where 
the trouble comes in: W hen he returned 
the watch, he wrote a letter accompanying 
it—not of thanks, but. of the vilest and most 
obscene character. He lit in to Mrs. Leon 
in a most uncomplimentary manner, and 
said about ev very thing that could be said 
against a lady’s character and morals. 

The letter was written in broken Eug- 
lish, somewhat better that the average 
Chinaman speaks. Mr. Bing was a gvod 
Sunday school scholar, and bad learned to 
speak and write linglish while obtaining 
Liblical knowledge. His Jetter failed, how- 
ever, to reflect much credit on his teacher. 

When he was orrested, at his lauudrv on 
Decatur street, he could not speak a word 
of English, and jabbered away furiously; 
but a night in jail had a: good effect, and 
he finds himself able to speak it now.
